MELBOURNE KNIGHTS fans are in the wars 
after fierce clashes with police in Adelaide 
following a recent match at Hindmarsh 
Stadium involving West Adelaide. 

West Ad's classy Brazilian Ayrton Andrioli 
scored .a late second half goal to send the 
Knights home pointless - but it also sparked 
angry scenes on the terraces, 

"They are a disgrace," said a senior SA 
police official commenting on the fans, 

"We had a lot of trouble with them last year 
after the Grand Final and it seems that every 
time the Melboume Knights come to 
Hindmarsh we have trouble." 

The violence spread from the terraces into 
the neighbouring streets although it was later 
contained by police, 

"We had extra police on duty because we 
knew that there would be trouble," said the 
Police spokesman, "but that still didn't pravent 
it" 

And just a week before, Sydney United fans 
went on the rampage at Bruce Stadium during 
@ game between Canberra Cosmos and the 
visiting United. 

During a five minute orgy of violence a 
group of about 80 youths threw flares and 
burnt seats. 

Arrests were made outside the Stadium 
when a lot of the trouble makers were 
identified as Canberra youths. , 

it seems that a similar situation occurred in 
Adelaide when a lot of the Knights “fans' 
were, in fact, Adelaide residents: 

The local SA soccer federation has played 
down the incident but it seems almost certain 
that Soccer Australia will come down heavily 
with hard disciplinary action. 

Earlier this season both Marconi and 
Sydney United were placed on $5,000 good 
behaviour bonds after an incident involving 
Players at Marconi Stadium. 

Soccer Australia chairman David Hill was 
unavailable to comment on the issue due to 
overseas. commitments with the Australian 
national team but a full-scale investigation 
would be expected:

ONE OF THE arguments for not increasing 
the size of the National League has been that 
the player base will be too diluted. 

In theory that sounds right; fewer clubs 
means that the better players will be spread 
around in a bigger dose. 

But that isn't true and the real facts of life 
are that fewer clubs means the dearth of 
soccer in those areas where the Ericsson 
Cup doesn't stretch its tentacles, 

Look at Canberra - a perfect example, 

In the days ‘when the City/Arrows team 
tuled the roost (well, from the capital, at least) 
career path was provided for that city's best 
young players. 

Then the NSL kicked them, out and the 
youth production line all but dried up. 

Sure, there have been a few notable 
exceptions in recent years, there was ... Or... 


OF 0. 

In fact, there hasn't been any notable 
exception. 

Ned Zelic was the end of the Canberra 
Arrows rearguard, the last of the good 
players to be encouraged in their early teens 
by tha exploits of the big stars. 

That means that a generation (which is 
saven years) has missed out on the catalyst 
of national league soccer. 

The Canberra local league has all but dried 
up and, but for a last ditch stand this season 
by a new marketing company, the spectator 
interest is dead. 

Take away NSL soccer from Adelaide, 
Brisbane or Newcastle and the situation 
would be the same. 

Luckily Brisbane and Newcastle only 
suffered brief absences from the top flight. 

ANSL presence is needed to provide that 
ultimate goal for youngsters to aspire to. 

But another reality of life is that our sport is 
aparttime one and, therefore, if a Heidelberg 
goes out of the league then a new team like 
Perth or Canberra can't afford to offer terms 
to that team's best players. 

Maybe one or two will be picked up but the 
rest of them will drift back to State League or 
into retirement while the new clubs rely on a 
mainly local based player base, 

So, the answer is not fewer but MORE. 

| applaud David Hill for increasing the 
league to 14 clubs next season, although | 
would have applauded even louder if it had 


been sixteen. For the other simple reality in § 


life is that you need derby games, and lots of 
them. 

it takes two sets of fans to tango -and a 
derby crowd to set the tumstiles ringing. 

Who cares what kind of a model basketball 
or baseball are, instead, we should be 
developing our own strategy. 

| have always believed that soccer has the: 
potential to be the major football code in 
every state except Victoria and South 
Australia within the next ten years, In those 
two Aussie Rules is the dominant code - and 
that is why Sydney is the soccer capital.

Crowd Figures 


Soccer Australia's boast that crowd 
figures are a lot higher than last 
season is debatable. 

Crowd figures have been a bit like 
the budget deficit at the recent federal 
election - a bit rubbery to say the 
least. 


Last week the national press 
showed that the official figure for the 
game at Bruce Stadium in Canberra 
was 1,145 - when some present 
counted a few hundred less than the 
Official figure. 

Morwell also have a reputation for 
being statistically challenged, but for 
the life of me | can't understand why 
the clubs cannot give accurate 
figures. 

In last week's papers the crowds 
given by most clubs were estimates. 

Are the clubs so badly managed 
that they are incapable of giving 
accurate attendance figures? 

And, if we are trying to present a 
more professional image of soccer 
then. why hasn't Soccar Australia 
stepped in and told them to give 
accurate figures to the press - or is it 
a case that they aren't really fair 
dinkum, either?

My advice is to allow a leeway of 
about 10-15% for a truer reflection, 
although, of course, there are those 
clubs who are scrupulous with their 
figures. 

But remember that Soccer 
Australia's comparisons are against 
Previous year figures - which are also 
10-15% fanciful, 80 the comparisons 
are more than valid. - John White)

When he refused to 
sign he was put on 
the transfer list with a 
price that no sane 
club would pay and 
hence was stopped

transfer fees. 

The good profess— 
ional clubs were 
hampered by the 
clubs who reneged 
on wages and placed 
ridiculous —_ transfer 
fees on players. 

But the Bosman 


The Bosman Judgement 
in layman's terms means that; 
Players out of contract no longer have 
a transfer fee on their heads. 
Clubs no longer have the three 
‘foreigner’ rule imposed on them In 
competition (commonly called the 
‘three plus two’ rule, with the two being 
assimilated players who have lived in 
the country for five years and had 
come through the club's youth team. 


tuling means that 
when a player (based 
in any country 
belonging to the 
EEC) completes his 
contract then he is 
free to go to Lazio or 
Everton - or which- 
ever club makes him 
the best offer. 

In normal terms, 
that doesn't sound 
like such an 
outlandish concept. 

ff any other 
professional leaves 
their company for a 
better offer then a 
transfer fee isn't paid 
- nor is one even 
conceived. 

However, the 
culture of football was 
one in which the 
players were seen as. 
chattels and belong- 
ing to their owners, 
the Clubs. 

In civilised societies 
those days are gone, 

The second ruling 
means that the rich 


teams of Europe, 
such as AC Milan, 
Panathinaikos and 
Manchester United, 
can field teams made 
up of the best players 
in the world without 
any locals in the 
team. 

This has the 
exciting connotation 
of Super teams but 
may also mean the 
demise of the smaller 
professional clubs. 

A short term reality 
~ butin the long term, 
what is going to 
replace the breeding 
ground of young 
players, the local 
lower division club? 

Such clubs will 
always exist and the 
game will never die 
but amateur clubs will 
not produce as good 
a player as a 
professional club 
and the big clubs 
may have to 
generate feeder 
clubs and better 
youth development 
programmes. 

However, it must be 
remembered that the 
the European Court 
of Justice only has 
power over the 


nations which. are 
aligned to the 
Common Market. 

Therefore, if an 
ltalian or a Greek 
wants to play in 
England then these 
labour rules apply but 
if a Macedonian, 
Australian or African 
wants to play in the 
same country then 
the ruling body of that 
country may still 
impose labour rest- 
tictions to protect 
their citizens. 

That is why it was 
easy for. Andrew 
Bernal ~ (Spanish), 
Steve Corica (Italian) 
and Car Veart 
(English) to obiain 
positions in England 
while at the same 
time it was difficult for 
Aussies such as 
Zeljko Kalac (Croa- 
tian) and others who 
have no European 
heritage. 

Australians without 


any European herit- 
age find it even more 
difficult to cbtain a 
club in Europe unless 
they are established 


internationals and 
considered * an 
attraction to the game 
in that country. 


In the case of 
England, where most 
Aussie expats are 
playing, the rule is 
that a player must 
have played at least 
75% of his country's 
internationals in the 
Previous two years, 

There is no longer 
any mythical number 
of caps to achieve - 
it is basically a 
Percentage. 

In terms of the 
Bosman case there 
are no. binding rules 
for Australia and until 
someone challenges 
the transfer system in 
the Australian courts, 
and the European 
decision is seen as a 
precedent, then the 
Australian soccer 
heirachy is free to 
implement its own 
system which it does 
in conjunction with 
the Players Union 
input. 


In essence, a 
Player in contract 
cannot leave his club 
to go to another club 
unless a transfer fee 
is paid by the buying 
club, as otherwise 
that player would be 
breaching contract. 

Both the club and 
the player, however, 
must fulfil all of the 
terms of the contract. 

Ericsson Cup clubs 
are now developing 
an excellent reput- 
ation for treating 
players as profess— 
ionals, and the 
number of player 
disputes is rapidly 
diminishing. 

Six months before 
a player concludes 
his contract he is 
allowed to negotiate 
and sign for another 
club as long as this 
does interfere with 
his playing commit- 
ments with his 
present club. 

The player can then 
play for his new club 
when his contract is 
completed and both 
clubs must agree on 
a compensation fee 
for the training and 
development of the 


player. 

If the clubs cannot 
agree then the case. 
goes to an 
independent tribunal 
and both clubs must 
abide by the set fee. 

If a player is out of 
contract then he can 
sign for whichever 
club he wishes and 
the compensation 
scenario _— outlined 
previously is applied. 

The compensation 
scenario is a fair item 
because if a player 
such as Kalac 
(Sydney United)) or 
Okon (Marconi) is 
transferred to 
another club then 
those clubs who have 
had these players 
from the beginnings 
of their careers have 
made a financial 
investment in their 
training. 

The tribunal takes 
into account such 
factors as age, years 
at the. club and 
international hon- 
ours. 

ft consists of an 
independent chair- 
person, a Players 
Union representative 
and a Soccer Aust- 
ralia representative. 

In non-legal terms 
there are great 
ramifications for 
Australian players by
